In 1953, some 264,000 cattle and 
calves, 146,000 hogs, 41,000 sheep 
and 1,300 horses were delivered to 
the yards. Actual sales ineluded 
232,000 cattle and calves, 85,000 
hogs and 11,000 sheep, The re- 
mainder were handled for feed and 
water on through-billing 

On the peak day last year, 418 
trucks stopped at the yards, fol- 
lowed by 353 trucks the next day.

At the same time, there were 23 
carloads of livesteck on track, 

The Calgary yards, next in size 
to those in Toronto and Winnipeg, 
are owned by Alberta Stockyards 
Co., a subsidiary of the C.P.R. The 
company was formed in 1903 by 
ranchers and bought by the rail- 
way in 1911, 

A special feature of the Calgary 
yards is that cattle are sold by

Fertilizers 

It is becoming more and more 
difficult to get manure. And even 
if we are lucky enough to locate 
a supply, often it is so filled with 
weeds, that there is a good deal 
of trouble. More and more the 
gardener is forced to use a sub- 
stitute, 

Commonest of all, is chemical 
fertilizer, which comes in bags or 
boxes with a formula attached 
showing the percentage of nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash, 
the major ingredients necessary. 
This fertilizer should be used care- 
fully and according to directions. 
It is best dissolved in water and 
applied that way or sprinkled or 


mixed with the soil just before a 
rain or a thorough watering with 
a hose, This prevents it burning 
tender foliage and roots. Where 
watering is not feasible, one is 
advised to sprinkle lightly over 
the soil near but not actually

Where one uses chemical fertili- 
zer regularly one should also 
work in humus or dig or plow un- 
der green manure. Humus ‘ 
simply well rotted vegetable 
refuse, such as leaves, weeds, grass 
clippings or even clean garbage 
mixed with fine soil. Every good 
gardener has a pile of this stuff 
hidden behind some _ shrubbery 
where the rotting process goes on. 
That process can be greatly 
hastened by some of the commer- 
cial bacteria preparations now on 
the market and by frequent turn- 
ing and watering. 

Green manure is the technical 
name for crops of clover, fall rye, 
buckwheat, oats and similar things 
that are sown in vacant places in 
the garden, allowed to grow well 
and then dug or plowed under 
lightly. This sort of thing and 
humus adds fibre to the soil, 
loosening clay and _ improving 
sandy soils and making them more 
open and friable and therefore 
more able to retain valuable 
moisture, 


Watch for Bugs 

With so many easily applied 
chemical mixtures on the market, 
there is little excuse for having 
our flowers and vegetables dam- 
aged by bugs or diseases. It is no 
longer necessary to prepare vari- 
ous concoctions, All that one has 
to do is to go to the nearest seed 
store, tell them our troubles and 
get some handy preparation which 
is simply dusted or sprayed on, 
For every bug or disease there is 
a speeific cure or control, The 
main thing is to start control 
measures just as soon as the first 
injury appears. Treatment is not 
expensive. 

Qne other point. A_ healthy, 
clean and growing garden is the 
best insurance against injury. 
Well spaced, well cultivated plants 
are far less susceptible to trouble 
than neglected plots overrun with 
weeds. Prompt clean-up measures, 
after harvest or blooming, and in 
the spring and fall will also help 
greatly. Many bugs and disease 
live over in the ground, or in weeds 
along the edge of the garden. 
Cleaning these up regularly will 
help substantially in keeping a 
garden healthy. 


|Keep Planting 


For a great many of the com- 
mon vegetables one can and 
should. continue planting at two 
week intervals right up to the 
first or second week in July. 
Beans, corn, carrots, beets, lettuce 
and other quick growing types are 
in this class. By spreading out in 
this way we spread out the har- 
vest and ipcrease by many times 
the yield from the average garden, 
We cvan further spread out by 
using early, medium and late 
varieties. With flowers, too, the 
season of bloom can be extended 
by the same method.

RIGHT HERE IN ALBERTA — 

Do you want to escape the high 
cost of living? Or retire to a log 
cabin where there’s plenty of 
fishing and hunting? 

It’s possible to do both right 
here in Alberta. At the town of 
Cadomin, 60 miles south of Ed- 
son, neat log houses are selling 
as low as $50 and the only other 
expenses are food and a $5 a 
year rental fee for the lot. 

There’s no joker in the deal. 
Cadomin has been a Ghost Town 
since the Canadian Dominion 
Mine Company, who built the 
town to house its employees, 
closed its mine about three years 
ago. The Company is offering its 
town, house by house, to anyone 
who wants it. 

The $50 price is for the cheap- 
est type of home but others can 
be bought for $100 to $200. The 
annual $5 rental fee is payable 
to the Alberta Department of 
Lands and Forests since the town

Stores, homes and churches 
now are boarded up, but a gen- 
eral store and a Canadian Legion 
hall still operate. A few retired 
miners live in the town still, fish- 
ing and hunting in the sports- 
men’s paradise around the deser- 
ted town and tolking over the 
past when 1,200 people lived in 
the abandoned homes. 

Living, although cheap, is not 
easy in Cadomin. There are no 
utilities and if you want coal for 
your stove you have to dig it 
yourself in the abandoned mine. 
There is ample water available 
in the nearby McLeod river but 
like the coal, it’s not delivered 
to your door.

Since the Editorial Board reserves the right to assign feature articles, authors with articles in mind should 
first write to the Secretary outlining their ideas or idea. Assignment, however, does not necessarily mean accep-

6. Under a standard contract agreement with the publisher, McClelland and Stewart, royalties
